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Claims 

1 . Guiding structure in which a lead wire of an F-cable is connected to a 
terminal board, said F-cable being fixed by a wire stopper, characterized in that 
said wire stopper is formed with a guide for guiding said lead wire towards a 
connecting hole of said terminal board. 

2. The guiding structure for said lead wire as described in claim 1, 
characterized in that said guide has a tip end branched into a plural number. 

3. The guiding structure for said lead wire as described in claim 1, 
characterized in that said guide is made of a transparent member. 

Brief Description of the Drawing 

Fig. 1 is a perspective view of an exterior unit, Fig. 2 is a perspective 
view of a state of mounting a wire stopper and a guide in this invention, Fig. 3 is 
a side view of a state of connecting a lead wire in a similar way, and Fig. 4 is a 
top view of a state of connecting a lead wire in a prior art. 

In the figures, 1 represents an exterior unit, 2 representing electrical 
equipment portion, 3 representing a terminal board, 4 representing an F-cable, 
5 representing a lead wire, 6 representing a connecting hole, 7 representing a 
wire stopper, 8 representing a guide. 
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
